WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 
Wagner bill, expanding the Federal 
Government’s unemployment relief 
program, was passed today by the 
Senate. 


‘The Senate had adopted the Wag- 


unemployment relief bill. 
The vote by which the Wagner sub- 
stitute was adopted was 44 to 28. It 


provides for loans instead of gifts 


t othe states. 

The Senate retained in the Wag- 
ner unemployment relief biii the 
$15,000,000 provision for aszisting 
needy transient youths. It reject- 
ed, without a record vote, a mo- 
tion by Senator Dickinson (Rep.), 
Iowa, to strike out the fund after 
Senators Wagner, Johnsor, Cut- 
ting and Cuzens had vig<rously 
urged its retention. 

Ashurst offered an amendment 
restricting. relief under this pro- 
vision to American citizens.

today. At 4:30 p. m., members will 
vote on the question of whether 
Federal relief to the needy is to be 
extended in the form of direct gifts 
to the states, or whether additional 
relief loans are to be made to the 
states by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. ' 

The choice was between the La 
Follette-Costigan bill, under which 
$500,000,000 would be granted di- 
rectly to the states, and the Wag- 
ner substitute, which would in- 
crease from $300,000,000 to 3600, 
000,000 the total which the R. F. 
C., is authorized to lend for relief 
purposes. The outcome was 
doubt, although the Wagner sub- 
stitute appeared to have the best 
chance. 

The fight for direct grants was 
launched on the floor by the youth- 
ful Senator La Follette, Wisconsin 
Progressive, co-author of the bill. 
Citing the testimony of numerous 
witnesses to show the measure of 
rélief which has heretofore been ex- 
tended by local agencies, La Fol- 
lette declared that “Senators who. 
vote for the Wagner substitute will 
be voting to prolong the semi-star- 
vation standard of the present.” 

“Far Below Danger Point,” 

More than 3,000,000 families gre 
now on public relief, he said, and 
the resources of private charity 
have been so far exhausted that it 
is now bearing only 12 per cent of 
the relief load, while local agencies 
in a majority of instances have ex- 
hausted their tax resources. Stand- 
ards of relief have fallen “far be- 
low the danger point.” 

Asking whether his colleagues 
réalized what happens before an in- 
dividual even applies for relief, La 
Follette said: 

“First you lose your job. Your 
savings keep the family going for 
a time, and when they are gone you 
borrow on your insurance. When 

it lapses you give up your home 
and move to a one-room flat. You 
borrow from your relatives and 
friends. You stand off the butcher 
afid the grocer and the milk man 
until they will give you nothing 

re for your wife and children to 
eat. 

“Finally, after months of anguish 
and despair, you apply for relief, 

er a careful investigation 
you dre granted a food order for 
$4.30 a week. That is all. No rent 
is paid unless you have previously 
been evicted. There is no money 
for medicine or medical care ex- 
cept in extreme emergency cases. 
The light is cut off. The gas is 
disconnected. Perhaps even the 
water is shut off. There is no pro- 
Vision for clothing or shoes unless 
your condition is dire, and then 
only castoffs. I ask you, will you 
ever be the same man again? Will 
wife ever be the same woman? 
mat chance will your children 
have?

He said 
that, as a result of debts already 
contracted by the cities, health, fire 
hand police protection and the oper- 
ation of the schools have been 
threatened and iri many instances 
seriously impaired. 

Under the La Follette-Costigan 
bill $500,000,000 would be raised by 
the R. F. C., through the sale ‘of 
bonds or debentuyes. Of this, $20", 
000,000 would be apportioned among 
the states in proportion to their 
population, $15,000,000 would be as- 
signed for the care of neeay tran- 
sients, and the remainder would be 


appointed by the President. No 
state could receive an allotment 
greater than two-thirds of the to“ al 
raised by local agencies. 
Costigan Replies to Wagner. 
Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colo 
rado, said Senator Wagner offered 
no defense of his substitute except 
that it was “the best that we can 
expect from this Congress ane 
from the present President.” Cost). 
gan declared that “this insistence 
on a poorly administered, unstana- 
ardized and cruelly inadequate re 
lief is extraordinary.” . ' 
There is no assurance, he d, 
that the R. F. C. will handle the re- 
lief problem any better in the fu- 
ture than it has in the past. He 
challenged Wagner to deny that the 
La Follette-Costigan was a better 
measure than the substitute, and 
said Wagner would vote for it if his 
own measure were defeated. 
Dickinson, old guard Republican 
of Iowa, opposed the provision of 
the bill providing $15,000,000 for the 
relief.of transients. The thing to 
do, he said, was “tell them to go 
home.” 

“In God’s name, where will they 
go?” exclaimed Johnson (Rep.)

The first amendment reached was 
that of Shipstead authorizing $25,- 
000,000 for loans to private hos- 
pitals.

The Senate then adopted an 
amendment by Wagner modifying 
the limitation in the bill on the in- 
terest to be charged by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation on 
construction loans. 

It rejected an amendment by 
Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, suggested by 
Glass, to strike out the limitation 
altogether and leave the interest 
rate for the board to determine.

NEW SYSTEM OF PREPARING 
VOTERS’ LISTS IS APPROVED 


Appellate Court Sanctions P*tano- 
graphing, but Election Board 
Defers Action. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals 
has ruled use of the plunographing 
system instead of printing in prep- 
aration of precinct lists of voters 
for the Election Board is legal. This 
decision reverses an opinion by Cir- 
cuit Judge Hall that planographing 
was illegal, in a suit by officers of 
the Allied Printing Trades Council. 

However, the Election Board de- 
cided today not to award a con- 
tract for the lists, leaving the new 
board, soon to take office, free to 
decide which method shall be em- 
ployed. Last week the Governor 
nameg the new board, including 
only one member of the old board, 
but the Senate has not yet con- 
firmed the appointments. The old 
board had appealed from Judge 
Hall’s decision. 

A bid for planographing the lists 
by a method involving photography 
and lithographing, at $18.75 per 
thousand names, was received last 
November from John S. Swift Co., 
Inc. The lowest bid for princing 
was $21.25 per 1000, from Von Hoff- 
man Press. On lists numbering 
about 400,000 names the difference 
would be about $1000. F'rinting had 
cost about $34.90 before use of plan- 
ographing was proposed.

“Physical examination reveals no 
evidence of pneumonia or infection. 

“While there is some evidence of 
heart strain, there is nothing to 
cause anxiety. I believe we may

Victim Said to Have Con- 
fessed Trying to Attack 
White Woman and Kill- 
ing Her Husband in Fight.

PY RIN GGOLD, La, Feb. 20.—A 


Negro identified as Nelson Nash, 24 
years old, of Leesville, La., was 
seized and lynched by a mob here 
yesterday. Officers said the Negro 
had confessed that he entered the 
home of J. P. Bachelor, 50, cashier 
of the Ringgold Bank, early yester- 
day and forced Bachelor and his 
wife to take him to the bank and 
open the doors. 

When Bachelor told the Negro 
he could not open the vault he 
forced Mr. and Mrs. Bachelor, still 
in their nightclothes, to accompany 
him about a mile north of the town, 
where he attempted to attack the 
woman. 

Bachelor grappled with the Negro 
as his wife ran to a nearby cabin 
for aid. Bachelor was severely 
beaten on the head. He died of his 
injuries. 

Several hundred citizens organ- 
ized posses and captured Nash 15 
miles away and returned him back 
to Ringgold. The mob took the 
Negro to the scene of thé killing, 
hanged him and riddled his body 
with bullets.

MILK STRIKE PICKETS ROUTED

Several Officers Hurt in Clash to 
Prevent Dumping of 
Truck.

gas bombs thrown by Waukesha 
County Sheriff's deputies today 
routed milk strike pickets at New 
Butler. Several officers and strik- 
ers were injured in a fight around 
a Milwaukee-bound milk truck.

Sheriff Morna deputized special 
officers and at noon had 35 depu- 
ties posted along highways, in- 
structed to halt the dumping of 
milk. It was estimated that from 
20 to 25 trucks were dumped in the 
county this morning. 


JUDGE D'WITT f. HARTWELL 
OF MARION, II., DIES HERE 


Funeral Services for Jurist Will Be 

Held Tomorrow; He Presided 

at Mine Riot Trial. 

Funeral services for Circuit 
Judge De Witt T. Hartwell oi Ma- 
rion, III., will be held at 2 p. m. 
tomorrow from his home. with 
burial in Rose Hill Cemetery. Judge 
Hartwell died Saturday night of 
heart disease at St. John’s Hospital 
here after being ill for six months. 
He was 53 years old.

The 
principle to be applied is that 
general public policy, and the 
quiry is not alone as to the eff 
of a particular transaction, but 
whether its tendency is in the di- 
rection of public detriment.

“The illegality of an agreement 
depends on an affirmative answer 
to the question, ‘Is the encourage- 
ment of this class of transactions 
against public policy?’ There can 
be but one answer to this question. 
The general approval of the course 
of conduct adopted in this case will 
result in the breakdown of the ad- 
ministration of criminal law, and 
render society absolutely helpless 
before the criminal class. 

“This lawsuit arises as the result 
of the recovery of stolen property 
in the manner above stated. Where 
it is necessary, as here, to prove 
an unlawful undertaking in order 
to maintain an action, the courts 
will not enforce it, nor will they 
enforce alleged rights springing 
from it. 

“They should decline to super- 
vise distribution among wrong- 
doers of spoils derived from unlaw- 
ful conduct. The defense of illegal- 
ity need not be set up by either 
party. The court acts in its own 
protection, and will refuse to stulti- 
fy itself.” 

Davis’ Opinion. 

In the first part of his opinion, 
Judge Davis sets forth, from the 
testimony, the fact that the bond- 
ing company issued a $150,000 bond 
for the bank’s protection, and that 
after the robbery it paid $125,000. 
After the recovery of the bonds, 
the bonding company claimed a re- 
fund of the difference between the 
$125,000 it had paid and the $46,- 
895 cash which had not been re- 
covered. Some minor deductions 
brought the claim down to 377, 
944. The bank was willing to 
pay only a part of this refund 
claim, and the suit was filed. Af- 
ter his review of the evidence, the 
court says: 

“On Jan. 15, 1931, the plaintiff 
(bonding company) and the de- 
fendant (bank) agreed to pay, and 
the robbers agreed to accept, $140,- 
000 for the return of the bonds. 
This sum was to be paid, and was 
paid by the bank. But the presi- 
dent of the bank asserts, and the 
bonding company’s resident vice- 
president (Myers) denies, that the 
plaintiff bonding company was to 
pay its pro rata share of this 
amount. 

“After the amount was agreed 
upon and put up by the bank in 
the hands of plaintiff's resident 
vice-president (Myers), further ne- 
gotiations as to time, place and 
manner of delivery were largely in 
the judgment and discussion of 
Myers. 

“During these dealings Myers 
took the list of stolen bonds as 
prepared by the bank, and, ‘had the 
people who had the bonds to check 
against this list (‘and they report- 
ed back to Myers’) that they had 
all of the bonds listed and approxi- 
mately $20,000 more.’ They were 
‘honorable men.’ 

Ransom Paid. 

“The bonds were delivered to th= 
resident vice-president of the plain- 
tiff (bonding company), but when, 
where and by whom, the evidence 
does not disclose. Plaintiff turned 
all of the securities over to tac 
president of the defendant bank in 
the sate deposit vault of a down 
town bank on Feb. 20, 1931. 

“The ransom paid, the delivery ot 
the bonds completed, the police 
were called safely to convey tie 
property to the defendant bank. 

“Plaintiff (bonding company) 
stresses the point that it did not

$301,657,000 NAVAL SUPPLY 
BILL I$ REPORTED TO HOUSE 


Proposed Appropriation $25,926,000 
Below Current Year’s; Marine 
Corps’ Strength Unchanged. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—A sup- 
ply bill carrying $301,657,000 for the 
navy in the coming fiscal year was 
reported to the House today by its 
Appropriations Committee. 

Providing for the maintenance of 
the marine corps at its present en- 
listed strength, but slashing flight 
pay for high ranking aviation of- 
ficers, and making other economies, 
the measure is $25,926,000 below ap- 
propriations for the current year. 

However, it provides $53,345,000 
for construction, of which $35,845,000 
is for an increase in the navy and 
the remainder for alterations and 
repairs of old vessels. The total is 
$7,012,000 less than President Hoo- 
ver's budget estimates. 

President Hoover’s recommenda- 
tion for a cut from 15,343 to 13,600 
in the enlisted strength of the ma- 
rine corps was rejected flatly by 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee in considering the navy appro- 
priation bill.

tions, have been approved by the 
Executive Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. | 

At present Aldermen in St. Louis 
represent wards, but are elected by 
city-wide vote. The effect has been 
to deprive the minority party of 
representation in the board except 
for the two Democratic Aldermen 
elected in the upset last November. 

Through nominating judges in 


conventions, the chamber contends, | 


the misuses of the primary system 
can be avoided. The bar association 
is cited as favoring the change. 


Other pending bills approved by 


the chamber would authorize the 
Governor to appoint an economy 
and efficiency commission of seven 
to examine the workings of the 
State government and recommend 
changes; abolish the township as a 
unit of government in Missouri; re- 
quire all State agencies to deposit 
their fnnds in the State treasury, 
and permit taxpayers in cities of 
more than 500,000 to pay school and 
general taxes in advance, obtaining 
a discount. 

Bills disaproved would provide 
for a bi-partisan Board of Educa- 
tion for St. Louis with six members; 
authorize the State Board of Equali- 
zation to abolish taxes on real and 
personal property except for the 
blind pension, soldiers’ bonus and 
interests on State bonds; abolish 
the Workmen’s Compensation Com- 
mission; require employers to pay 
attorney and expert witness fees for 
employes in cases heard by the com- 
mission, and allow the employe, af- 
ter an award by the commission, to 
decide whether to accept it or seek 
damages under the common law.

You will 
have to keep always one jump 
ahead of these unemployment and 
tax delinquency problems while the 
deflation program is being carried 
through; for if they ever overtake 
us, no man can predict the out- 
come. 

“But, finally, it is probable that 
the crowning futility of this pro- 
gram lies in the fact that the coun- 
try will be forced off the gold stand- 
ard before deflation runs its 
course.” 

His Proposal on Gold. 


Declaring that the value of gold 
has risen 46 per cent in the last 
three years, O'Neal said: “The 
problem is to deflate the value of 
gold, by reducing the weight of gold 
dollars from 23.22 to 16 grains. This 
would raise commodity prices 45 
per cent—approximately to same 
level as the average for the period 
1921 to 1929.” 

Moreover, he said, “since the 
value of gold has always varied be- 
cause of its fixed price, Congress 
should create a body which would 
stabilize the value of gold by vary- 
ing its price. 

“This,” he said, “would make gold 
a medium of exchange, instead of a 
commodity.” 

If such a course were pursued, 
he went on, it would at once be- 
come necessary for the Government 
to cease the coinage of gold, reclaim 
all existing coins at their bullion 
value, and hold all gold in the 
Treasury in the form of bars. 

“There are two great objectives 
to this proposal,” he said. “If the 
price of gold is raised, who will 
profit from the advance in price? 
Obviously the holders of gold will 
sell it back to the Treasury at the 
new price. The maximum dollar 
advance in the value of the gold 
would be less than $2,000,000,000. 
The dollar advance in the property 
of Americans would exceed $100,- 
000,000,000. The gold speculators 
would be pikers compared with the 
holders of physical goods. Gold 
can only raise 45 per cent; property 
will probably raise more. 

Effect on Contracts. 


“If the price of gold is raised 
what will be the effect of all con- 
tracts carrying the gold clause? 
The price of all such securities will 
rise by 45 per cent unless Congress 
invalidates these contracts; and 
Congress can and should invalidate 
them. Why should we guarantee 
the bondholder a given amount of 
gold rather than a given number oi 
dollars? No other first-class mod- 
ern nation is confronted with this 
ridiculous problem. So long as the 
given amount of gold and the dollar 
are synonymous there is no prob- 
lem. If the dollar is changed there 
is no justifiable reason for a debtor 
to sell his product in one kind of 
money and pay interest in terms 
of another. 

“This gold clause is found in Fed- 
eral, State, municipal, foreign, rail- 
road, utility and industrial bonds. 
It is not found in land bank bonds 
or in farm mortgages held by insur- 
ance companies; nor is it included 
in your insurance policy. 

“It is the policy of our organiza- 
tion that whatever dollar we use 
to pay wages and to buy and sell 
the commodities of agriculture and 
industry is good enough for the 
creditor; and we recommend the 
enactment of legislation that will 
invalidate this so-called gold clause 
and all contracts carrying it. :

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ADMIRAL AZNAR DIES, 
EK-PREMIER OF SPAIN 


Last. Head of Cabinet Under 
Monarchy—Fought at 


, Santiago. 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Feb. 20.—Funeral ser. 
vices for Admiral Juan Bautista 
Aznar, the last Premier under the 
monarchy and the last Captain- Gen- 
eral of the Spanish navv, were held 
today. The Admiral, who was 72 
years old, died yesterdey from ure- 
mia followed by complications. 
Burial was in the modest municipal 
cemetery after the Catholic ser- 
vices. 

The abdication of the King fol- 
lowed within a few hours the 
resignation of the government of 
Aznar, which advised the King to 
call in three leaders who had de- 
manded a constitutional convention 
that would determine whether Spain 
should become a Republic. About 
the same time Republican leaders 
issued an ultimatum demanding 
that the King declare a Republic. 
The abdication soon followed. 

Captured at Santiago. 

Aznar was Lieutenant-Command- 
er of the Spanish Cruiser Vizcaya, 
which was sunk in July, 1898, with 
three other Spanish ships in the 
battle with the United States fleet 
off Santiago, Cuba. With other 
captured officers, he was taken as 
a prisoner of war to the naval 
hospital at Norfolk, Va. There 
they were given free run, not only 
of the hospital but of Portsmouth 
and Norfolk as well, and were en- 
tertained by naval authorities and 
civilians.

ELECTRICITY RAE 


Reduction by North Ameri- 
can Co. Subsidiary Fol- 
lows Threat to Call for 
Revaluation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.— Users 
of electricity in the District of Co- 
lumbia enjoyed today a edu nion 
of rates designed to give them di- 
rect savings of $411,000 a year on 
their own bills and indirect savings 
of about $150,000 through red action 


of street lighting charges. 

Washington is supplied wiih 
electric current by the Potomac 
Electric Power Co., a subsijiary of 
the North American Co., whit: also 
controls the Union Electric ©o in 
St. Louis. 

The reductions were ordered Sat- 
urday by the District Pubtie Util- 
ities Commission after it hac de- 
termined that the company’s 1932 
earnings were $1,079,000 more than 
a 7 per cent return on a consent 
decree valuation of the company’s 
property in 1925. When the com- 
pany appeared reluctant to nego- 
tiate with the commission for a 
large reduction in rate schedules, 
Richmond B. Keech, people's coun- 
sel of the commission, threatened 
to try to dissolve the consent de- 
cree and ask for a present-day val- 
uation of the company’s oroyperty. 
The reductions ordered Saturday 
did not change the consent decree 
valuation. Si 

Prices to Consumer. 
The maximum charge of 3.9 cents 
a kilowatt hour remains for the 
first 50 hours. Thereafter, however, 
reductions were ordered to taper 
the charge down for the ordinary 
domestic users to 2 cents an hour 
after. the first 150 hours. There 
are about 129,000 consumers in this 
class. The estimated savings o 
them will be $99,000. The old rate 
was 3 cents an hour for all ove; 
100 hours. 

The largest cut—$206,000—was or- 
dered for commercial customers in 
the district. Large industrial 
users received reductions estimat 
at $81,000. The minimum rate for 
this class is now .5 cent an hour 
in excess of 188,750 hours. 

The commission, in a forma! 
statement, said that it had consis- 
tently tried to give reductions to 
the domestic users of electricity. 

“This is evident,” the statement 
said, “by the fact that in Washing- 
ton the customer who uses 50 
kilowatt hours or less pays less 
‘than the average charge for similar 
use in 15 large cities, including 
Jacksonville, Fla.; Columbus, O. 
Lincoln, Neb., and Los Angeles, 
where the power is supplied by 
municipal plants, and by the further 
fact the customer in Washington, 
who pays the minimum bill, 75 
cents, can use 19 kilowatt hours, 
while in 13 large cities with mu- 
nicipal plants, the average charge 
for 19 kilowatt hours is about 94 
cents.” 

Terms of Consent Decree. 

Under the consent decree, the 
power company is directed to give 
reductions whenever its earnings 
are in excess of 7 per cent of the 
court’s valuation. Whenever the 
earnings are more than 7 per cent 
and not more than 8½ per cent in 
one year, the following year the 
charges must be reduced by 50 per 
cent of the excess of 7 per cent. 
When the earnings are between 8% 
and 9 per cent there must be an 
additional reduction equivalent to 
60 per cent of this excess, and when 
the earnings are in excess of 9 per 
cent, there must be an additional 
reduction equivalent to 75 per cent 
of this excess. In 1932 the com- 
pany’s earnings were between 8% 
and 9 per cent. Even with the re- 
ductions for 1933, the company is 
expected to earn more than 7 per 
cent on the court valuation. If the 
company’s earnings fall below 7 
per cent of the valuation, the com- 
mission is instructed to increase 
rates to insure at least that return. 
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MUSSOLINI’S PAPER CHARGES 
FACE IS ARMING ALLIES 


Asserts Alleged Action in Bulkans 
Threatens the Peace of 


By the Associated Press. 

MILAN, Feb. 20.—The assertion 
that the peace of Europe is being 
threatened was made yesterday by 
Premier Mussolini’s newspaper II 
Popolo D'Italia, in summing up 
Fascist newspaper charges that 
France is arming her Balkan sl. es 
against Italy. 

The Balkan bloc must be c nsid- 
ered a “provocation,” II Popolo 
said, adding that new war ciouds 
were collecting over the con inent 
La Stampa, of Turin, printed a 
list of armaments it said were fur 
nished to Jugo-Slavia and Rumania 
in the last few years by France 
and asserted the French controlled 
armament factories in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. 

The Italian press recently at- 
tacked France on the ground that 
an alleged “ultimatum” sent by 
France and Great Britain to Aus- 
tria in connection with the re port- 
ed shipment of arms from [ta'y to 
Hungary, via Austria, was “cumou- 
flage” to draw attention from anti- 
Italian military preparations It 
was denied that arms were shipped 
for war purposes and newspapers 
declared that France was arm- 
Slavia. 


BILL WOULD END PROVIDING 
OF SERVANTS FOR-ADMIRALS 


Discontinuance of Furnishing of 
Silver and Chinaware Also 
Recommended. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Ad- 
mirals likely will have to buy 
their own silverware and ehina and 
hire their own household servants 
in the next fiscal year. 
At present, the navy furnishes 
silver and chinaware to all men 
above the rank of Captain, and 
lets some enlisted men act as but- 
lers, stewards, cooks and other 
household workers at navy estab- 
lishments. But the House Appro 
priations Committee in the naval 
supply bill presented to the House 
today recommended a discontinu- 
ance of both practices. 
Rear Admirals commanding 
navy yards or naval districts still 
are allowed 18 silver-plated finger 
bowls, 36 dessert forks and 48 linen 
napkins, but in the future if any 
of these disappear they have to be 
replaced by the Admiral. The high- 
est ranking naval officer, the chief 
of naval operations, has a finger 
bowl allowance of 36 and 210 
spoons. 
The cost of the articles ranges 
from $29.18 for the two 3%-quart 
water ewers the chief of naval op- 
erations gets to 12 cents for a 
water tumbler. And ail bear the 
navy’s insignia. 


FRENCH WOMAN SUES ESTATE 
pf BRIAND FOR $6000 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—The estate of 
Aristide Briand, former French 
Foreign Minister, has been sued 
by Mme. Jeanne Cornelie Nouteau, 
a lifelong friend of the French 
statesman, for $6000 or a monthly 
pension of $60. 

Mme. Nouteau will contend, ac- 
cording to her attorney, the noted 
criminal lawyer, Maurice Garcon, 
that M. Briand’s conduct gave her 
a right to expect a share of the 
estate, but that everything was 
left to a niece. M. Garcon said 
the former Minister supported her 
and sent her $400 two months be- 
fore he died. 


Aristide Briand, French “apostle 
of peace,” died March 7, 1932, at 
the age of 69. In addition to long 
service as head of the Foreign Of- 
fice, he was Premier a dozen times.

Congress Geared for Quick Action 
To Carry Out Democratic Policies 
Without Any Change in Procedure 


If House Debate Needs “Gag”, This Can Be 
Applied Whenever Leaders Desire—Caucus 
Action Already in Use. 


\ 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—It is 
being said in some quarters that 
the plight of the country demands 
not only a grant of dictatorial pow- 
ers to the incoming President, but 
a revision of the rules of Congress 
to permit speedy enactment of 
whatever relief measures he may 
propose. It is said, among other 
things, that the present rules make 
for delay and obstruction, and, on 
the assumption that delay and ob- 
struction are undesirable in this 
emergency, the suggestion is ad- 
vanced that the Democratic party 
resort to tight control of its mem- 
bers through the device of the 
caucus. 

The general line of argument is 
too well known to require repeti- 
tion. , 

Whatever may be the validity, or 
otherwise, of the contention that 
Congress should surrender or sub- 
ordinate its right of free discussion, 
the fact remains that the conclu- 
sion often proceeds from unwar- 
ranted assumptions. If it is said 
that the House needs a gag, the an- 
swer is that the House under its 
present rules can be effectively 
gagged—anu often is—whenever its 
leaders so desire. 

The Longworth-Tilson-Snell regime 
will be recalled. Under the leader- 
ship of Speaker Garner, the Demo- 
cratic control is as effective as was 
the Republican control under the 
late triumvirate. There has been 
no relaxation of the rules except in 
that pertaining to the number of 
members who may force a vote in 
the House on the discharge of a 
committee from the consideration 
of some measure it has been smoth- 
ering. Under the Republicans, a 
majority was required for this pur- 
pose. The Democrats reduced the 
requirement to 145. 

Power of Rules Committee. 

The / key to control of the House 
lies in the control of the Rules 
Committee. The party that domi- 
nates the House bas the chairman- 
ship of this committee (as of all 
committees) and the leaders take 
special.care to see that it is top- 
heavy with majority members. For 
instance, though the Democrats 
have but a scant majority in the 
present Congress, they have eight 
members of the Rules Committee as 
against four Republicans, or two 
to one. There is no chance that the 
Democrats will be outvoted. On 
no other important committee of 
the House is there such a prepon- 
derance of majority members. : 

Why is the Rules Committee so 
important? For the simple reason 
that the ‘House transacts much of 
its business under special rules 
brought in by this committee. A 
rule can be drawn to suit any oc- 
casion. If the leaders decree that a 
bill shall be passed without amend- 
ment, or with limited debate, or 
without an opportunity for a motion 
to recommit, the Rules Committee 
brings in a rule to fit the specifica- 
tions. A majority vote is sufficient 
for adoption of the rule, and after 
it has been adopted, it governs the 
procedure on the measure to which 
it applies. 

The passage of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill by the Republicans under 
a gag rule, without the opportunity 
of the Democrats to offer amend- 
ments, is a good illustration of the 
way in which legislation can be 
railroaded to passage by the party 
in power. An even more striking 
use of the special rule was made 
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ner prohibition repeal resolution 
was forced to a vote in “take it or 
leave it” form after only 40 min- 
utes’ debate. It is hard to see what 
greater authority to expedite legis- 
lation could be conferred on the 
House leadership. 

In the next House, the Democrats 
will have 313 members in a total of 
435, or a majority of 191 over the 
Republicans and Farmer-Laborites 
combined. The Democratic caucus, 
which will be dominated by the 
leaders, will pick the all-important 
Ways and Means Committee, and 
the Ways and Means Committee 
will pick the Rules Committee. The 
plain truth is that Mr. Roosevelt, 
under the present rules of the 
House, can get from it anything he 
wants if the leaders will go along 
with him. 


Working of Caucus Rule. 

If it is said that the Democrats 
should adopt caucus rule, the an- 
swer so far as the House is con- 
cerned, is that they already have it. 
The caucus is a device which eitrer 
party may set up in either House of 
Congress for the purpose of com- 
pelling “regular” voting. This, of 
course, can be done only in a lim- 
ited way, for nobody can force any 
member to vote with the majority 
of his party. The caucus does, how- 
ever, have a deterrent effect on in- 
surgency, and caucus rule is some- 
times welcomed by members who 
wish to use it as justification before 
their constituents for voting against 
their prior records. The prime mo- 
tive back of the caucus action last 
week on the prohibition repeal reso- 
lution before the House today 
was to accommodate certain mem- 
bers who wanted to change from 
the dry to the wet side. 

The House Democratic caucus is 
formed at the beginning of each 
Congress and makes its own rules. 
Under the present rules, members 
can be bound to a particular course 
of action by a two-thirds vote of 
the caucus, with the important ex- 
ception that any member is entitled 
to immunity, or freedom of action, 


on the showing that his previous. 


commitments bind him to some 
other course. Thus, in the caucus 
on prohibition, 30 members were 
excused from the general obliga- 
tion to support the repeal resolu- 
tion. All who do not ask for im- 
munity are considered bound to 
vote as the caucus dictates, even 
though they may have opposed its 
decision. 

Any 25 members of the Demo- 
cratic representation can summon 
a party meeting, or caucus. The 
method of binding members by cau- 
cus action has been used twice this 
session, once to line up the Dem- 
ocrats against tariff increases and 
again on the repeal question. 

The Republicans of the House 
formerly had a caucus, with iron- 
clad rules designed to promote

ITH the faintest possibility of 

“bombs bursting in air,” the fires of 


ter get hot. Vaguest shadows of 


war bring us to “attention,” and in a trice 
we stick our chins in air and make ready 
— for battle. Even though the enemy be 
thousands of miles distant, we do all and 
Gare all for the glory of the flag. The 
Magic of patriotism is at work; war pa- 
triotism. 

Today we have war on 12,000,000 bat- 
fronts. Insidious, bitter, hopeless, de- 
ralizing war. War without drums, ban- 

mers or glory. War which grinds out 
budding youth, old men and women. 

With our enemy far distant and on 
Foreign soil, we take off our coats, tight- 
en our belts and open our pocketbooks, 
With a “hip-hurrah” we create all-pow- 
erful war boards, accept dictation and 
privation and bend evéry effort, individu- 
al and collective, to help our boys “over 
there.” But with 12,000,000 camped on 
our own doorsteps, heart-weary and brok- 
en through no fault of their own, we get 
stage fright and a strange paralysis of 
patriotism. 

Reduce the 12,000,000 te 100,000 and 
Bubstitute “over here in St. Louis” for 
“over there in Germany” and we see our- 
pelves as we are. 


True, “the fiations of the world must 
together,” but the progress is piti- 
ly slow. True, “our country must get 
on its feet,” but we can’t hold our hands 
and wait while it is getting there. It’s 
all so big and complicated that we be- 
geome dazed and defeated, and the delay 
and despair become chronic, Not only 
the layman, but the economist, indus- 
trialist and statesman alike are goggle- 
eyed with probleras of remonitization, re- 
duced tariffs, war debts, farm relief and 
all the rest. Meanwhile, increasing physi- 
eal suffering, spiritual decline and other 
devastating results that cannot be re- 
deemed with a decade of silk shirts and 
two-cars-in-every-garage. 

St. Louis cannot wait until internation- 
al and national houses are in order, and 
until these baffling problems are settled. 
It cannot perform miracles, either, but to 
@ large extent, it can, I think, solve much 
pf its own problem. Millions of dollars 
are hiding; not maliciously nor miserly, 
but guardedly, nevertheless. They are 
“fraid-cat” dollars; afraid to come out of 
their holes. Could we be moved with a 
great vitalized peace patriotism; could 
a few of our great city leaders (and we 
are not without them) strike out with 
courage and conviction and with a plan 
definite enough and big enough to cap- 
ture the imagination, then thousands of 
individuals would release their dollars 
and slowly the wheels would turn. Not 
all wheels, to be sure, nor would all busi- 
ness show a profit, but when one is down 
in the trough, even a small wave seems 
high. Not everybody could help; not 
everybody would. But a small start could 
be made and a few thousands could be 
given work enough to bring back some 
courage and hope. 

„ — * 

We cannot say, Let industry do it,” nor 
yet “the rich” or “big business” or “the 
banks.” No single one of us who can help 
dare pass the buck! Those of us with a 
job, home, security and a few dollars in 
the bank must dig down. We would, 
too, if our leaders were daring enough 
to lead the way. Once we see our prob- 
lem clearly, it becomes a matter of self- 
preservation. If we do not keep the 
home fires burning for the many, they 
will go out for the few. 

St. Louis can do more than something. 
Jt can do much. But it cannot afford to 
, ignore facts. To restate our case: We 
have thousands of unemployed ready to 
‘work; we have work to be done; we have 
the money. Let us not blink this lest 
fact. “Fraid-cat” money always appears 
quickly enough when the bargains entice 
sufficiently. If St. Louis or any other 
American city had the will to act, thou- 
sends of jobs, big or little (most of them 
part-time, to be sure) could be created. 
The great submerged masses would de 
forced to spend their dollars at once, and 
every penny would immediately begin its 
healing work.

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SUITS AND LEGAL PRACTICE. 


happy haven of the damage suit lawyer; that many 

wsuits tried are based on unfounded “injuries” 
alleged to have suffered in other states; that 
St. Louis has a national reputation for large per- 
sonal injury verdiets: and that concentration of this 
practice in the hands of a few firms establishes 
the damage suit trade as a highly lucrative type 
of legal practice. a 

Mr. Gentry, who is an active supporter of the 
movement to incorporate the Missouri bar in order 
to give the legal profession a means of controlling 
unethical practice, supported his charges with the 
results of a painstaking investigation of the num- 
ber of damage suits filed, the amounts sought and 
the awards, the defendants and other related infor- 
mation. He cited book, chapter and verse, and he 
gave the cross-references, 

During January, 1932, actording to Mr. Gentry’s 
figures, 58 personal injury cases were tried before 
juries in the St. Louis Circuit Courts. In 44 of these 
cases, verdicts were returned in favor of the plaintiff, 
the aggregate of the sums awarded that month 
amounting to $371,000, or an average of $9430 per 
successful plaintiff. In January of this year, 54 per- 
sonal injury suits went to trial. Verdicts were re 
turned for the plaintiff in 38 cases, the aggregate of 
the awards reaching to almost $230,000, the average 
in each case being virtually $7000. 

If the difference between the average awards for 
January of this year and those of last year in that 
month would seem to indicate an improvement in 
conditions, or, if you please, a falling off in the 
revenue deriving from the business of ambulance- 
chasing, all we need to do is to turn to Mr. Gentry's 
figures on the number of suits filed last month. 
Litigation, they indicate, was started in no less than 
470 alleged instances of personal injury. The total 
amount of the damages zought in these suits is 
almost $5,000,000. As would be expected, a large 
percentage of these suits are directed at transporta- 
tion companies, utilities and stores. Another com- 
mon defendant is the City of St. Louis. 

But Mr. Gentry did not stop with compiling the 
number of suits filed and the damages sought. He 
made a study of the law firms engaging in the 
damage suit business. He found that while there 
are some 1500 practicing lawyers here, substafitially 
more than half the number of such suits filed dur- 
ing the month were taken to court by 26 lawyers 
or firms of lawyers. In terms of percentage, he found 
that approximately 60 per cent of the personal in- 
jury business was handled by less than 2 per cent of 
the local bar. He discovered, moreover, that the lead- 
ing firm, together with its associates, filed 39 suits 
demanding $347,500. ‘ 

If it is true that, by opposing just claims in cer- 
tain instances and by vacillating tactics in others, the 
insurance companies and corporations have brought 
themselves into disfavor before juries, it is no less 
true that the remedy is not to respond in kind. The 
designation is no misnomer. Ambulance-chasing is 
just that. Employes of legal firms tear post-haste to 
persons involved in accidents and keep after them 
until damage suits are filed. In many instances, in- 
juries, witnesses and the like are minor details to be 
arranged later. 

The fight which St. Louis has on its hands is not 
peculiar to our community. Other cities have gone 
through the same battle. As Mr. Gentry remarks, 
business men are becoming more aware of the im- 
portance of jury service. That is a very hopeful 
sign. Jumes return the verdicts. If responsible per- 
sons will fulfill their duties of citizenship by serving 
as jurors, then fewer irresponsible individuals will 
sit in the jury box. Thus laymen themselves have 
it in their power to bring the situation under control. 

The Missouri bar, as we have pointed out in re- 
cent editorials, should be empowered by law to reg- 
ulate the practices of its members. If all lawyers 


are to be criticised for the delinquencies of a few ot 


their associates, the majority deserves the right to 
deal with its unsocial element. 3 

Were there no other reason for passing the State 
bar bill, the urgent need for checking the damage 
suit racket in St. Louis would be sufficient cause. 
Not all damage suits are either unjust or unethical, 
but the situation in St. Louis is clearly out of hand.

Greece’s response to “Buy American,“ “Buy Brit- 
ish” and the like is “Eat Greek currants.” Such is the 
intelligence forwarded to the Foodstuffs Division of 
the United States Department of Commerce by our 
commercial attache at Athens, It seems that there 
has been too much wheat imported and not enough 
consumption of home-grown currants. Accordingly, 
the legislators from Crete and Boeotia, from Salonika 
and Mytilene, have passed a law requiring Greek 
bakers to sell one loaf of currant bread (similar to 
our raisin bread) kor each three loaves of plain bread, 
the price of each kind being the same. The sons of 
Alexander and the daughters of Helen, we learn, 
have so taken to the innovation that the demand 
for currant bread constantly exceeds the quantity 
stipulated by law. So long as the trespass is so wise- 
ly ordered as in this case, there can be no objection 
to Government’s invasion of the kitchen and dining 
room. If the Missouri Legislature, for example, were 
to follow the lead of the solons of Greece, it would 
mean that we would all sit ourselves down to Ozark 
turkey meat every fourth meal in the winter, and to 
big, luscious, red strawberries daily all summer long. 
That, we submit, would be Government performing as 
a benevolént despot in the tastiest sense of the term.

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NEEDED: A FIREARMS TRUCE. 

How the lack of co-operation between neighboring 
states can in a measure offset the good legislation 
of one state is only too well illustrated by the expe 
rience of Missouri and Illinois in the regulation of 
the sale of firearms which may be carried as con- 
cealed weapons. 

Under the Missouri statute, no person other than 
a manufacturer or wholesaler of pistols or revolvers 
may purchase such a weapon without first having 
received a permit issued by the Circuit Clerk of the 
county in which the applicant resides. This permit 
is society’s assurance that the leading peace officer 
in the county, the Sheriff, is satisfied that the ap- 
plicant is of good moral character, of lawful age and 
that “the granting of the permit will not endanger 
the public safety.” Such permits, which are valid 
for only 30 days, carry a full description ot the 
weapon, and must be returned by the dealer to the 
Circuit Clerk for preservation. 

In Illinois, no testimony to the good character of 
the prospective purchaser of the weapon is required. 
The propriety of the sale is up to the dealer. The 
pawnbroker is the judge of whether the man who 
wants a revolver has society’s welfare at heart. To 
make a registration of the sale, the purchaser’s name 
and address, his occupation and the purpose for 
which he desires the weapon is not enough. The 
traffic in these instruments of the underworld needs 
a more careful scrutiny by the State. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure in society’s 
effort to curb murder and robbery. 

With the Illinois statute as it now stands, that is, 
minus a provision requirfng a permit authorized by 
a peace officer, underworld characters of St. Louis 
find it a simple matter to fill their wants in 
firearms in East St. Louis. They merely cross the 
river, buy a revolver or two, and return to St. Louis 
to prey on the public. An arms truce between Mis- 
souri and Illinois would benefit the people of Illinois 
as much as it would benefit those of Missouri.

RESIDENT-ELECT ROOSEVELT’S 
P program for systematic development of 
the Tennessee River Valley, though so 
far announced only in the most general 
terms, appears to be a first-class example of 
the application of regional planning. In the 
Tennessee Valley, not yet definitely set in 
an industrial mold, there is an opportunity 
to seize the course of technical evolution at 
an early stage. Here is a great hydro-elec- 
tric plant at Muscle Shoals, the potential 
power of which is yet far from being fully 
utilized, Its stable capacity may be stepped 
up considerably by further improvements in 
the river. 
The old way, stubbornly sought by the 
power interests for years, would have been 
to turn it over to private capital for profit- 


able exploitation, and thus to dedicate the 


whole future of the region to haphazard and 
unco-ordinated development. How the power 
should be used, whether it should be the 
basis of over-crowded industrial cities at thé 
expense of high-cost energy for farms and 
homes, whether the values it creates should 
be drained off largely in real estate specula- 
tion, whether anything should be done to 
control floods and protect watersheds—all 
these things would have been left to the 
chance of decisions made in search of profit. 

Mr. Roosevelt's idea is to control the 
course of development from the beginning, 
to serve the related purposes of cheap 
power, reforestation, flood control, reclama- 
tion of bottom lands and also; we hope, 
planned cities and planned co-operative 
farming communities. Much depends, of 
course, on the intelligence with which the 
idea is executed in detail, but this is the 
sort of thing which in general should be 
welcomed with enthusiasm. It offers a hope 
for controlled experiment in the building of 
a region, the results of which at the worst 
cannot be inferior to those which would 
have come about without control, and at the 
best may be immensely superior. This ex- 
periment may be duplicated in other regtons, 
centering about river valleys contributory 
to the Mississippi. It may furnish an ex- 
ample to the whole country, 


The objections which so far have been ex- 
pressed seem to us fallacious. One has to 


do with the question of over-production, 


Why reclaim more farms when those we 
have already produce a surplus? But how 
much farm surplus should we have if the 


farmers on better soil, in more efficient pro- 
uni- 


particularly acute in the South. All that 
coulg de done in the way of planned agri- 
t 


| would come so slowly 
and uld make such a small contribution 


to the reorganization of backward farming 
that it would add scarcely anything to total 
output. 

A similar answer may be made to those 
who object to new power resources and new 
industries on the ground that the capacity 
of existing industries is not being used. 
There is nowhere near enough industrial 
capacity of all the kinds that are needed to 
produce the essentials of a good life for 
everyone. The stock hope of economists for 
revival is that private interests will invest 
new capital for new production. If this is 
true, why should not the Governmént pro- 
ceed in the same course, and on a large 
scale? The investment will distribute new 
purchasing power to workers long before the 
new productive units are turning out goods 
to flood markets.

The most silly objection of all is that while 
the project may be a good one, we cannot 
now afford it; we ought to wait for a period 
of prosperity if we wish to undertake such 
enterprises. Of course, the exact reverse is 
true. This is just the time to undertake 
gteat new developments. Labor, materials 
and money are cheap—too cheap, in fact. 
The whole world is waiting for large-scale 
spending. If it does not come, we shall never 
have any more prosperity. If prosperity does 
arrive, we ought then to be more cautious 
about spending too much in new capital fa- 
cilities. 

But of course ahy program like the Ten- 
nessee River development is merely part of 
@ larger picture. All the objections about 
over-production of farm and factory, about 
the dangers of expanding Government bor- 
rowing, rest on the assumption that popular 
purchasing power and the yield of taxes 
cannot in the future be sufficiently in- 
creased. We have no assurance that this 
assumption is wholly without merit, unless 


social planning and control go further than 


the development of new regions, They must 
encompass our whole economic system if we 
are to be certain that progress in the use of 
technology is really to benefit us as it 
should.

Situation Different in Senate. 
. When critics of Congress refer to 
obstructionist tactics they are gen- 
erally shooting at the Senate. 


„Neither party in the Senate has a 


‘binding caucus, and the rules of the 
Senate, unlike those of the House, 
permit practically unlimited debate. 
The question is whether, as a mat- 
ter of public policy, those rules 
should be changed. 

Dec:idedly, as anyone who has 
watched the proceedings of Con- 
gress over a term of years must 
know, this question has more than 

one side. It was thoroughly debat- 

ed, both in and out of the Senate, 
as a result of the stormy demand 
of Charles G. Dawes upon taking 
the oath of Vice-President in 1925, 
that the rules forthwith be changed, 
and the discussion has been re- 
newed with each recurrent filibus- 
ter or protracted debate. Neither 
Gen. Dawes nor any subsequent 
critic of the Senate has made any 
dent in the rules governing its de- 
bates. 

Some of the criticism of the Sen- 
ate comes from thoughtful persons 
who understand its rules and are 
genuinely convinced that the pub- 
lic interest demands curtailment of 
debate. Much of the criticism is an 
unthinking parroting of attacks 
which have grown in frequency as 
the depression has lengthened. The 
“failure of the Senate to function,” 
or, it may be, the functioning of 
the Senate, has been worn thread- 
bare by diagnosticians of the de- 
pression, especially by those who 
would divert the blame from other 
high personages and other factors 
in public life. 

The argument for changing the 
present rules of unlimited debate in 
the Senate (unlimited except for 
qualifications to be noted later), 
boil down to the proposition that 
legislative proposals of a responsi- 
ble majority of the Senate should 
be safeguarded against fatal ob- 
struction by a minority. Those who 
advance this view are prone to 
compare the Senate unfavorably 
with the House, where, as we have 
seen, the will of a cohesive majori- 
ty has a clear track. Sometimes 
the maker of such a comparison 
will, in other circumstances, damn 
the House for its “gag” rules, for- 
getting that these very rules enable 
the House to function as it does 
and that a while ago he was urging 
a similar procedure in the Senate. 

On the other side, the argument 
is made—and this argument has 
prevailed to date against all opposi- 
tion—that freedom of Senate debate 
is a highly desirable check upon 
hasty anz ill-considered legislation 
and, more important still, furnishes 
a bulwark fog minority rights 
against encroachments by a majori- 

ty. It is freely granted by the 
holders of this opinion that the rule 
of unlimited debate is frequently 
abused; that sometimes the Senate 
under the rule makes a holy show 
of itself, but they maintain that 
the good which comes from the rule 
far outweighs the evil. Calvin Cool 
idge stated the case effectively in 
his inaugural address as Vice-Pres- 
ident in the Senate chamber March 
4, 1921. 

“To the Senate,” he said, “has 
been granted not only a full meas- 
ure of the power of legislation, but, 
if possible, far more important 
functions. Its greatest function of 
all, too little mentioned and too lit- 
tle understood, is the preservation 
of liberty, not merely. of the rights 
of the majority—they little need 
protection—but the rights of the 
minority from whatever source they 
may be assailed.” 

Replying to Vice-President Dawes 
in 1925, Senator Borah, always a 
champion of freedom of debate, de- 
clared that a review of legislation 
killed by filibusters would show 
without exception that the legisla- 
tion subsequently was repudiated by 
popular sentiment and the partici- 
pants in the filibusters rewarded 
by grateful constituencies. He men- 
tioned as conspicuous examples the 
Lodge “force bill,” killed by South- 
ern Senators in 1891 in the most 
dramatic filibuster in the history of 
the Senate, and the Dyer anti-lynch- 
ing bill, the object of a successful 
attack led by the late Oscar W. 
Underwood in 1922. Neither of these 
measures has ever been revived. 
The “force bill” comes to the mind 
of every Southern Senator when- 
ever majority cloture is advocated. 

As another shining example of a 
measure killed by a minority and 
never again seriously urged, Sen- 
ator Borah might have mentioned 
the ship subsidy bill which Presi- 
dent Harding tried to put through 
a lame-duck session. 

Limiting Debate by Cloture. 

Critics of the Senate rules some- 
times overlook the facts that the 
Senate now has a form of cloture, 
adopted in 1917, during the Wilson 
administration. Cloture can be ap- 
plied by a two-thirds vote, after 
which debate is limited to one hour 
for each Senator. The ruie has 


been invoked on several important] 


occasions, as in the fight over the 
World Court several years ago, and 
on other occasions the threat of in- 
voking it has been sufficient to end 
a filibuster. What Dawes asked for, 
and what is now being demanded 
in the supposed interest of the 
— program, is majority clo- 
ure. 

Granting for the sake of the ar- 
gument that majority cloture is de- 
sirable, is it needed at this time? 
Those interested in preserving the 
present rules reply that it is not, 
and for two reasons. 

The first is that the chances of a 
successful filibuster by a few men 
have been reduced to the vanishing 
point by the adoption of the lame- 
duck amendment doing away with 
short sessions of Congress.

The patrol, which began opera- 
tions on Nov. 24, 1931, is small, due 
to limited appropriations, but has 
made a record in the 13 months of 
the biennial period of 1931 and 
1932 that is considered very satis- 
factory by sponsors of the patrol 
legislation. 

The 1931 act authorized a force of 
115 patrolmen and 10 captains, but 
the funds appropriated have per- 
mitted a force of only 66 patrolmen 
and six captains, under Supt. Lewis 
Ellis of Bethany, who was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Caulfield. Opera- 
tion is under control of the State 
Highway Commission. 

In the 13 months ending last Dec. 
31, the patrol made 3868 arrests, of 
which 1604 were for violations of 
highway and traffic laws, 1895 for 
violation of motor vehicle registra- 
tion laws, and 369 for crimes and 
misdemeanors. In these casese there 
were 2682 convictions, eight defend- 
ants were acquitted, 298 persons ar- 
rested were turned over to other au- 
thorities, 273 are awaiting trial, and 
607 cases were dismissed by prose- 
cuting officers or by the arresting 
officer. Most of the 607 cases dis- 
missed involved automobile license 
law violations, and were dropped 
after compliance with the law by 
the offenders.

CHAPTER THIRTY-SEVEN. 

The most persistent rumor go- 
ing around was that I was going 
to take a dive (feign a knockout) 
in the seventh round, Mayor Frank 
Hague, of Jersey City, arrived in 
Chicago the day before the fight. 
Hearing this rumor and several 
others, he telephoned to my train- 
ing camp at Lake Villa, and said, 
“Gene, there is a rumor going 
around Chicago that you are go- 
ing to lose by a knockout in the 
seventh round, I know this is not 
true, but I want to know what kind 
of shape you are in. There are all 
kinds of rumors about an injury to 
your eye, to your hands, and I want 
you to tell me if there is anything 
to these rumors.”

Frank Hague then went to Com- 
missioner Kelly and told him he 
would have to snap the Commission 
out of its lethargy or else rescind 
the permission to hold the match at 
Soldier's Field. He was convinced 
that a steal was being perpetrated 
in which neither Dempsey nor 
Tunney had a part; gangsters and 
sure-thing gamblere were plotting 
the biggest scoop in sporting his- 
tory. Never before in the history 
of any sport was so much money 
wagered on any event. This betting 
was not confined to our own coun- 
try. All the countries of the world 
that had taken up boxing were en- 
gaged in the betting.

Realizing the importance of defi- 
nite action, Commissioner Kelly 
went, on the following morning, to 
the office of John Righeimer, Chair-

F all the heavyweight cham- 
pions since the beginning of 
glove title fights, Tunney prob- 
ably would be generally conceded 
the best chance with Corbett. 
This witer differs. 
Tunney was not nearly so ad- 
vanced as Corbett in manual skill, 
speed or ring generalship. Tun- 


ney was a student in that he 
analyzed each foe and planned 
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each fight in advance. It was 
this studious habit that enabled 
him to climb high. 

But after all, Tunney shone in 
a day of weak opposition and won 
his crown from a man with little 
pretense, to science, who had not 
been in a ring in three years and 
who was harried with legal cares 
and worries right down to the 
starting time of his title fight. 


After their second fight in 1927 
many were convinced that Demp- 
sey was the better man that night 
and should have had his title 
back. That Dempsey, older and 
slowed up, should have all but 
snatched his crown from the 
cleverest heavyweight champion 
the ring has had since 1915, indi- 
cates that Tunney does not de- 
serve to rank with Corbett. 

“Pompadour Jim,” as we see it, 
would have boxed the ears off 
Tunney, to borrow an expression 
from our old college chum, Jack

Johnson Had Drawbacks. 


HAT brings.us back to Jack 

Johnson, as the only heavy- 

weight who might have had a 
chance with Corbett, in a fight 
of modern length. 

I never saw the Negro fight. 
He was highly regarded, but the 
fact remains that Joe Choynski 
knocked him out—Corbett as a 
young man twice beat Choynski 
—Marvin Hart outboxed Johnson 
in 20 rounds and Jess Willard, 
never a great, took all Johnson 
had for 26 rounds and then made 
the Negro lay down and quit. 

Johnson was none too confident 
of his own powers, as may be 
sensed from the fact that after 
he became champion he positive- 
ly refused to meet Sam Langford, 
a man of his own race and one 
whom he obviously feared. 


Unbeatable in a Short Fight. 


T is, therefore, not stretching 
the imagination too far to 
conclude that none of the ring 
champions from Sullivan to Jack 


Sharkey—whom we ignore in this 


consideration—had anything on 
Corbett in fights of 15 rounds’ 
duration. 

I repeat my belief that Corbett, 
even at the age 30, could have 
outpointed any of the champions 
from Sullivan to the present time 
in a 10 or 15-round bout. 


As to a finish fight—that might 
be something else. If long fights 
were involved taking all in their 
prime, Dempsey, Jeffries, Johnson 
and Sullivan would get first con- 
sideration, with the others trail- 
ing according to your personal 
guess. Corbett, lacking a knock- 
out punch, might have been worn 
down by inferior boxers, as in the 
case of Jeffries. 

Dempsey, in his prime, would 
probably have been the most dan- 
gerous of all Corbett’s theoretical 
opponents in a finish battle. 
When young, Dempsey had no 
more weight than Corbett, was 
fast as a steel trap and £o ag- 
gressive that Corbett might not 
find time to pull all of his stuff. 
Then, too, that man-killing punch 
was a constant threat. 

It would, however, have been 
the battle of all the centuries 
could the Corbett of New Orleans 
in 1892, have met the Dempsey of 
July, 1919,.in a 20-round fight.

«Microscopic examination of the 
brain, Dr. Norris said, in a final re- 
port yesterday, revealed the Boston 
heavyweight was suffering from in- 
flamation of the brain before he 
entered the ring to face Primo Car- 
nera in a 15- round bout in Madison 
Square Garden Feb. 10. Schaaf was 
knocked out in the thirteenth round 
by a left jab to the nose, collapsed 
and died in Polyclinic Hospital last 
Tuesday after an operation to re- 
lieve pressure on the brain. 

Dr. Norris said that Schaaf’s gen- 
eral condition interfered with his 
boxing skill so that he was less 
able to avoid blows. 

“In addition,” said the report, 
signed by Dr. Norris and his as- 
sistant, Dr. Benjamin Morgan 
Vance, “blows not in themselves 
dangerous, aggravated the meningo- 
encephalitis (inflamation) with 
the result that oedema (swelling) 
of the brain, cerebral compression 
and paralysis of the left side of the 
body developed.” 

Schaaf had suffered from an at- 
tack of influenza about three weeks 
before the bout and this, Dr. Norris 
said, could be charged with causing 
the inflamation “with a reasonable 
degree of probability.”

With feeble 
support for any one suit, he must 
be very strong in the others, thus 
providing sound material for a 
high contract in no trumps when 
partnered by a hand justifying a 
jump take-out. 
~ Consequently, we do not have to 
set our requirements for slam tries 
quite so high when responding to 
an opening no-trump bid, shading 
of which is; moreover, taboo for 
dealer or second hand. We may 
assume that a real misfit need not 
be feared. If the suit does not fit 
so well, there must be a splendid 
fit in no trumps; if the suit does 
fit, everything should be safe for a 
high contract either in the suit or 
in no trumps; even if we have to 
stop at a contract for five because 
there appear to be two aces against 
us, we should not fail to make 
our eventual declaration. 
Definite Requirement for the Jump 

Take-Out. 


1. The suits in which the jump 
bid is made must consist of not 
less than five cards. 

2. The hand must contain an ace. 

3. If the suit is only five cards, 
it must be headed by two of the 
top three honors, and the hand 
must contain two and a half pri- 
mary tricks plus about a half trick 
in secondary form such as Q J x 
or counting king-jack as one trick 
instéad of a half trick. 

4. A six-card suit must be headed 
by ace-jack or king-queen, and the 
hand must contain two and a half 
primary tricks. 8 

5. A suit of seven cards may be 
headed by only ace-ten or king- 
jack. The hand must contain two 
primary tricks. 

6. When a six or seven card suit 
is not headed by two of the top 
three honors, give only strictly pri- 
mary rating to the honor combina- 
tion by which it is headed, and 
look for about a half trick more 
in the hand as a whole, beyond the 
standards given above, accepting 
secondary values for this purpose. 
In general, the less solid the suit 
at the top the greater the outside 
strength needed to make the hand 
suitable for a slam try, 

The fact that the opening bidder 
lacks these outside values which 
are then in your hand makes it 
probable that he holds good high- 
card support for your far from solid 
long suits, giving at worst a finesse 
to lose no trick in it, 

7. When your high cards are all 
in two suits, if they only just make 
up the primary requirements for 
that type of hand, refrain from the 
jump take-out. You should have a 
queen or a jack-ten in a third suit. 
This is a safeguard against a pos- 
sible duplication when your part- 
ner gets to counting the losers for 
slam purposes. This Slight outside 
value will give- him a protective 
play on that suit, creating a tenace 
or finesse position for the open- 
ing lead or providing the stage for 
a finesse or end play later.

may complain of twinges of pain. 

In such a condition the cartilage 
has not been torn away, but ft has 
been subjected to strain. Some of 
its attachments have been broken. 

Subsequently the 
but adhesions form, causing the 
train of symptems described as 
weakness of the knee. 

Such 3 knee can be treated ef- 
fectively by massage and manip- 
| ulation, in which the joint is forced 
to go through its full range of 
movement in all directions. Heat 
helps to allay the pain.
